The Old Hero Forced to Give Up 
the Unequal B.-ttle— His Brill- 
iant Military Career. 

niIF.RM.YN fS DEAD. 

New Youk, Feb. 14. — General Sher- 
man died at 1:50 p. m., after a brave 
Atrupgle for life. The improvement iu 
Ids eondition Friday, which filled 
Ilia many friemls with hope that 
l*e would win the batth*, gave w'ay to 
a' arming i-ymptoms w'hich tmused the at- 
tending physicians to cnnoiuice that 
the end was rapidly approaching. The 
uiemliers of ills family were, hastily 
euinmonetl to hLs tied.side and remainetl 
with him to the end.

Mucous 
began once more to occnmulate in the 
It-ngs and the fir..t signs of passive 
{iseumonia beeaiite appur.-nL 

At 4 o'clock Dr. .\lexauder not.iced a 
change for the wor>.e. It was slight, to 
be sure, but the trained eye of the 
friend and physician saw an ominous 
significance in iL By 5:30 o'clock the 
change had tiecoinc so marked that Dr. 
Alexander sent a messenger to summon 
Dr. Green. Shortly afterward other 
messengers were sent to sum- 
mon Lieutenact-s Thaekera and 
Fitch. When they had come, still an- 
other metcenger went to summon Dr. 
Janeway. .Ml this time General Sher- 
man was constantly gr.iwing weaker. 
The will power wlii 'h ha<l kept him 
V,'- ec long was breaking down. Not 
a bit of stren.Plh did he have left with 
which to fight off his hist and mightiest 
foe. lie ma>ic the la.vt rallv of his life 
Friday. 

All the family were about the Gener- 
al when Dr. Jaiieway arrived at 7 
o'clixjk. Another consultation was held. 
Dr. .laneway left at 8 ::M). A glance at 
his features told the story. 

‘‘All hope is gone,'' he said. “The 
General may live a few hours longer. 
He certainly can not last throughout 
the day.” Then this bulletin came from 
the <ien -ral’s house: 

“Tbc pbystciant, niter ronsultbtlon. declare 
that tbc (Icm-r.rs von-lition is now hopeless, 
lie is dying and the end Is nesr.” 

There was no mi take alxmt it this 
time as liefore. The erysipelas 
hiid again net in and lironchitis 
h-:.! also attacked the sick man. 
At 9:.10 another rvp:irt came from 
the hou.se through a friend of 
the General. He said that the dying 
man was in no physical pain. It was 
E<.>mewliat difiicolt for him to hreatlie, 
but otherwise be was not suffering. 
F'rom 10 o'clock on Gcucral Sherman 
continued to fail. At 1! ‘ia it was stated 
that his death was but a question of 
minutcA 

A son of General Sherman called on 
a Times reporter at tb* newspaper 
headquarters near the Sherman resi- 
dence and severely arraigned him for 
printing a statement concerning the 
administration of e.\treme unction to 
General Sherman by a Komaii Catholic 
priest. Mr. Sherman's vehement 
objection w:is to what he con- 
strued to be a statement in the article 
that Kev. F'ather Matthew A. Tay- 
lor was admitted quietly into the 
house and that there had been great 
secrecy at>out it. He admitted extreme 
unction WO.S administered to the Gen- 
eral at the request of tbc family. It 
was true that General Sherman waa 
gasping fur breath at the time, and 
might not have been conscious of what 
was going on a'oout him. Mr. Shei“ 
man declared poKitively that his 
father was n<A a lloinan Catholic, and 
had neither asked for nor consented to 
rtH.-eivo extn-rae unctiom General 
Sherman's children had asked the priest 
to administer the last rites of the 
Boman Catholic church to their father, 
and it had been done. There had been 
no secrecy about it whatever. Senator 
John Sherman has sent to the Times 
this letter: 

“Grmtlemks: A paragraph in yoar paper 
this momlbg gives U 3 r:roneou< view of an In- 
cident in General Sb-.-mian s sick chamber 
wbicb wounds the sv mitire Icollngs ot his chil- 
dren. now In deep distress, which, under the 
circumstaners, 1 deem It proper to ccrrecL 
Your r«|iortor Intib-at-ca that advantage waa 
taken ot my temp“rvry abocnee to intro- 
duee a Catholic priest into General 
Sherman's chamber to s<lminlatcr the 
rite of extreme cnctlon to the tick man 
In the nature of a claim that be was a 
Catholic. It is well known that his family 
bsve been reared by their mother, s devoted 
CathoUc, tn her faith and now cling to IL It la 
equally well known that General Shermaa and 
mysell, as well as al! my mother's chtldrea 
are by Inheritance, odneatioo end connection, 
Chrlstian.e but notCnthoIlcs. and this has been 
opraly avowed on all proper occasions by 
General Sherman ; but he lx too good a Chrl-~ 
tton and to Lumaae a Hii>u lo deny

I bear that your 
reporter uttered a threat to obtain Information 
which I ean not beUeve you would for a moment 
tolerate. We all need charity for our frailties, 
but I can feel none for aoy one who would 
wound those already in distress.

It w'as 
said that Father Jamt« M. Byrnes had 
administered the sacrament But he 
said to a reporter; “I do not know 
whether Cvcneral Sherman received cx* 
treme unction jt not. 1 certainly did 
not administer it I do not know 
whether Father Taylor dW it or not 
General Bheiman must hllTfi express^ 



an intention to become a CathoUc or he 
could not have received that sacrament. 
As I never talke<l with General Sher- 
man in my life I do not know what his 
views were.” 

I BIOGRAPHY or A HKRO. 

I William Tocumseh Shonnau was boro in 
j lAsncastrr. O.. February H, He was the 

I sixth child. SQd was adopted by Thomas 
Ewlux, and attended school in l«ancaflter 
until 1836. when he entered the Military 
, Academy at West Point graduating from 
< that institution in ISO, standing sixth 
I Id a class of forty-two members. He received 
his first oommlssloQ as a Sceood-Lletitcnant la 
the Third Artillery July 1. 1840. and was sent 
• with that commondto Floridx On November 
90, 1841. he was promoted to a Flrst-Lleu* 
tenancy. In 1843, on his return from a abort 
: l*:ave, he bcf-ao the study of law, not 
to make it a profession, but to ren- 
der himself a mc*re intelligent soldier. In 1846, 
when the Mexican war broke out. he was seat 
with troops to California, where he acted as 
Adjutant-General to (ieneral Stephen W. 
Kearney. On bts rctom, In 1860, he was mar- 
ried to Ellen Boyle Ewing at Washington, her 
father, his old friend, then being Secretary of 
the Interior. He was appointed a Captain In 
the commissary department September 81, 
1850, but resigned in 1863 and was appointed 
jnonager of a bank In San Francisco, but 
subsequently took np his residence in 
New Y’ork as agent for a St. Louts 
ttrtn. In 1838-50 he practiced law in 
tiCaTenworth, Kan., and tbe following year be- 
came superintendent of tbe Lonislana State 
MUilary Academy. It was while he was act- 
ing In this connection that Louisiana 
seceded from tbc Union, and Gen- 

eral bherman promptly resigned his office. 
On May 15 1861. he was commissioned 

Colonel of the Thirteenth Infantry, with in- 
structions to report to General Scott at Wash- 
ington. Sherman was put In command of a 
bilgade In Tyler’s Oivisiou. On August 5 
IMl, be was made a Brigndicr-Ueneral 
of volunteers, and was sent to be second 
In command to General Anderson, in 
Kentucky. On account of broken health. 
General Anderson was relieved from the 
command, and General Sherman snoceeded 
him on October 17. Just after the capture of 
Forts Henry and I»Delson, in 1864. General 
Sherman was assigned to the Army of 
the Tennes.ioe. In the great battle of 
Shiloh, Sherman's division served as a 
sort of pivot. Ho wa.i wounded In the 
hand during the fight, but refu-^ed to leave 
the field. General Halluck declared that 
**ShrnDan saved the fortunes of the day on the 
6th, and contributed largely to the glorious vic- 
tory of the 7tb.*’ General Sherman was always 
eonspicuons for judgment and dash. He was 
made a Ma)or-Oen3ral next, and on July 15 he 
was nrdert-d to Memphis. On account of brill- 
iant servioes in the Vicksburg campaign 
be was sppointod a Biigodier-^nerat On 
October 14. 1803, General Shcitnan was ordered 
to take his corps to the relief of General Rose- 
crons, wbo bad been forced back into Ohntta 
Dooga after tbe battle of Cbickamauga On 
the morning ot the 35tb Sherman pursued the 
enemy by tbe roads north of Cbickamauga 
and everywhere destroyed tbe rebel communi- 
cations. During these operations General 
Burnside was besieged at Knoxville. Sherman 
made forced marches to his relief, and, after 
supplying him, marched back to Chattanooga. 
After General Grant had been made Lieu- 
tenant-General he assigned Oeneral Sherman 
to tbe command of tbe military division of 
the MissiaslppL On February 19, 1864, 

General Sherman received the thanks of Con- 
gress far his services In the CTbattanoogs cam- 
paign. On April 10 he received bis orders to 
move against Atlanta. His forces then oou- 
sistodof 99.000 men. with 354 guns, while the 
Cenfederate army, under Johnston, was com- 
posed of 650U) men. Sherman repeated- 
ly attacked the enemy, who grad- 
ually foil back. On July 17 Shennao began 
tbe direct attack on Atlanta. In a number of 
severe sorties the Union forces were vtctoiious, 
and on September 1 the enemy evacuated 
place. Sherman immediately moved forward to 
the works that covered Savannah, and soon 
captured that city. His army had marched 
SJU miles in twenty-four days through the 
heart of Georgia and had achieved a 
splendid victory. Sherman was made a Major- 
C^neral and received the thanks of Oongresj 
(or hU triumphal ma”Ch. Sherman left Savan- 
nah in February, and soon fianked Charleston, 
compelled iU evacuation, and entered Co- 
lumbus on the 17th. Ho thence 
moved on Goldsboro, openiug a com- 
munication by the Cape Fear river 
with Schofield. Johnston, at Greens- 
boro, received news of Lee’s surrender, and 
seut word to Sbermsn asking on what terms 
he would receive his surrender. Sherman 
made a basis of agreement which was re- 
pudiated by the GovernmeDt as being too 
lenient The Geoeral determined not to revisit 
Washington, but finally did so at tho special re- 
quest of tbe President Gcocrol Sherman took 
leave of hU army on May 30. Frt>m June 27, 
1864. to March 5 IW. he was In command of ihe 
military division of the Mississippi Upon the 
appolntmcat of Grant os 0*ncral of the army 
Sherman was promoted to be Lieutenant-GcD- 
ersl, and when Grant b .'camo President of tho 
United States, March 4, Sherman suc- 

ceeded him as Genrmi with headquarters 
at Washington. At hU own request, and to 
order to make Sberldnn GeneraMn-Chirf he 
wa.s placed on the retire i list with full pay and 
cmolutncnts. on Febrnary 8, For awhile

The New York post-office building 
caught fire at 10:30 o’clock Saturday 
night, and hundreds of bags of news- 
papers were burned and thousands of 
letters will be delayed in reaching their 
destination. A few minutes after 10 
o'clock every electric light in the build- j 
ing was suddenly extinguisheil, leaving , 
every floor in darkneas. Following ! 
this came Gic smell of smoke, and ' 
the three hundred employes who wero | 
at work di.stributing tho mails stam- 
pwled out of the building. Scarcely had 
tbe last man reached the entrance on 
Mail street when a puff of smoke camo 
in from the engine-room and envel- 
oped the rear of the bnilding. Al- 
though but a few minutes elapsed be- 
fore the engines arrived the entire 
rear of the Bost-oflice Building on tho 
bas.‘ment and grounil fliKirs seemed to Vaj 
on fire, so quickly did it spread. Tlio 
firemen pulled a little newsboy from 
one of the ventilators, who had evident- 
ly crept in there to get out of the cold. 
He was terribly burned, and ^vas taken 
away in an ambulance. He die<l in tho 
hospital Sunilay morning. Tlie fire was 
confined to the rear and lower portions 
of the building, and Superintendent 
Hall, with the aid of his .staff of clerks, 
succeeded in removing the bulk of 
the mail to another portion of the 
building remote from the fire. How 
the tire originated no one seems to 
know, but Gie general impression is 
tlmt it originateil from a defect in tho 
electric lighting appariitus. Most of tho 
damage to the mails wo.s by water, and 
the supt-rintendent said it would take 
some time before it would In? properly 
dried out for mailing. The mail matter 
which suffered the most Yvas newspa- 
l>ers.

ADMIRAL PORTER DEAD. 

A Chief OIBcer of the United States Nary 
Ities Sudilenly. 

Admiral David D. Porter Uietl Friday 
morning at his residence, 1714 11 street, 
Va.shington. l!i.s death, which was 
sudden, resulted from fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart, which relentless dis- 
ease a.sserted its fatal clutches uj>on 
him at Newport, U. I., last summer, 
when contrary to the persistent advice 
of his physician he overta.xed his 
strength by taking violent e.xercise. and 
was stricken down wit'u a complication 
of disea.ses, including congestion of the 
lungs and droi>sy. Ikivid Dixon Po^t 
was bom in Philadelphia .June l.\ ISIS. 
He entered the navy as midshipman in 
1S'>9, and became Lieutenant iu 1S41. In 
the first eighteen years of his service he 
is aecreilited with ten years’ sea service 
in the Mediterranean. He served in tho 
Mexican war, and then retume*! to tho 
coast survey. On the discovery of gold 
in California h:^ tditained leave 
from the Navy Ik-partinent, and for 
three years eommandetl a mail .steamer 
between New York anti the Lsthmus of 
PanamA He aftenvanl rc'tumetl to the 
navy, and on the breaking out of tho 
civil war in 1861 was ordered to super- 
sede a x»ast Captain in the command of 
the steam frigate Powhatan, which was 
dispatched to aid in Gie reiuforeeiiient 
of Fort Picken-s. For the expedition 
agaimst New flrleans in 18C’8 Command- 
er Porter organized and commanded a 
mortar flotill.a, and in 1863 he was ap- 
pointed Rear Admiral and Assigned to 
command the Mississippi s<iua<lri)n, com- 
prising in all 1-35 vessels. For hLs serv- 
ice in reducing Vicksburg he received a 
cummis.sinn as Rear .\dmiral, dated 
July 4, 1803. Iu the spring of IS64 ho 
co-operated with General Hanks in tho 
unsuccessful Ue<l river expedition. In 
October he was transferred from tho 
Mississippi to tho North Atlantic block- 
ading sqmulron and ilireeted to attack 
tlie defense of Wilmington. He ap- 
pearisi before Fort Fislier on December 
24 with tliirty-five n-gular cmisers, 
five ironclads and a re.serve of nine- 
teen vosscIa The iKunbordment con- 
tinued throughout the next day and waa 
resumed on January 13. 1865, by an aug- 
mented naval force and kept up uutil 
the evening of the 15th, when the firing 
was stopped and the works were carried 
by a combined b<Kly of soldiers, sailors, 
and marineA Rear Admiral Porter was 
promoted to Vice Admiral July 35, I860, 
and became Superintendent of the Na- 
val Academy at AnuapoliA On the 
death of Furragut Porter succeeded him 
as AdminiL his commission dating from 
August 15, 1870. 

Post Mortem Over a Lymph ITictlm. 

At Kansas City, Cononer I.angs- 
dalo concludt-d his post mortem 
over the body of J. II. Ells, the 
consumptive who died after being 
inoculated at the city hospital with 
Koch’s lymph. The coroner turn- 
ed over to tho health department a cer- 
tificate of death, giving as the canso 
consumption. No traces were found of 
any injurious effect from the use of tb« 
lymph.

Henry St John, an escaped Mississippi 
oonvict, was captured at Memphis, Fri- 
day. He was sent up from Greenville 
tor robbery, and with the assistance of 
another convict killed his guard and got 
away about six months ago. Since 
that lime he has been at large in tho 
iwamps until he come to Memphis a 
week ago.

{laid by railmails in tlie Nortliwestiim 
■^les were reiluceil in the yi-ar 18«* to 
less tlian one-half of 1 per cent, on tl eir 
stiN-k, and Uie average return from all 
railroad investuient was k«s tlian 3 {ler 
cent The organiaatiun of the railnnul 
employes as a solid {duilanx of voters is 
intended to clieck the Grangi-r element 
in its efforts to ignore the welfare of the 
railroad eni|iloye and {lasi laws wl ich 
rob him of the means of livelihood. 

The fanners should be careful net to 
array the enqiloyee* against them. They 
are a piwer in tlie country, and to_a 
grvat extent their iiiten-sts arc identical 
with those of tlie lamiers.

MORE ABOUT BEES.

Why do liees swanii 7 

The general laws of iuercase niiglit lx* 
an answer to this quivtion, but Ix-e mas- 
ters will usually ex{ilain to yon that it is 
for tbe want of more riNiiu in the bnsMl 
chiimlx-r, or qiux-n’s domain, she having 
lilleil every available s{ia<x* of oumb witli 
t-ggs, and the hive running over with 
Ix-cs and liouey, and the flowers (white 
clover in Central Kentucky) yielding 
abundant nei-tar, are the favorable con- 
ditions for swuiius to L-isue. .Abnormal 
swarming may txvur most any time and 
troin many causes, even on {ileasant 
daj-s in winter. The issuance of a 
swarm may be definitely determined in 
almost every case by tbe ex{x-rt bee 
kiv{x-r, viz; As the time and condi- 
tions for swanuing a{>pruaehe8, say 
June 1st wo examine the brood cliaoi- 
lier and find ten to twenty queen cells 
started. They bxik like small aeom 
cu{is turned iqiside down, and, the 
queen just laying eggs in them, we kjuiw 
at once that it will take these eggs three 
days to haU-h into uiinnte grulis. Then 
tliey are lavishly fed on “royal jelly" for 
the next six days, Uie cell lieing built in 
a downward manner each day as needed 
and sealeil over on the ninth day.' This 
is Uie day the swarm with the old queen, 
will come out and ‘settle’ in such a beau- 
tiful fixitoon on a convenient limb and 
look like an inverted cone. Now tbe 
hive lias lost nearly all of its bees, but 
many more are hatching everj- lumr, and 
hy the end of the next s»‘ven tiays the 
number will lx? legion again. The first 
queen or queens will batch (June 1) and 
if eveiything is favorable, such as honey 
and w eather, w e may ex{iect a second 
swarm to issue on or liefore Uie 2(Xh, or 
eight to ten days after the firsL This 
swarm may have several young quet-ns 
wiUi it, all but one of whicli will be kill- 
eil after they get settled in tlieir new 
home. Tlie old hive has now about ex- 
hausted itself, but will have a young 
qupt-n to lx?gin laying in about a week 
and will reeiqierate rapidly and be in 
fine eouilition for wintering and for next 
si-ason’s harvest. The honey pnxiiicer 
does not want swarms, ami tries many 
ways to prevent Uiem. If he wants in- 
crease of colonies he knows a better way 
to get Uicm. 

Do bees select a home liefore leaving 
the {larent colony 7 Tlie renowheii Dr. 
Talmage made this thought one of the

— liut the writer has consumed his 
space for Uie present.

Hundreds of years Ix-fore* Our Divine 
Lord hail enianri{iateil the law of love, 
the Chinese {ihiloso{>lier Confucius, had 
given as the rule of huni.an conduct 
that in our relations to each other there 
slionkl lie rei-i{)rocitv. In other wonls 
“we should not do to others what we 
would not wish them to do to us.” This 
law', wlik-li is treie as far as it goes, is 
but a {Mirtial and inadei|uate statement 
of the Golden Rule. But what Is true 
of the relations of individuals is true in 
{•riuci{ilc of the relations of |ieu{>lc8 and 
nations. The heathen notion that we 
are to love our cuiintry and its {leopIc, 
and hate those of utlicr lands, is un- 
worthy of a {leiqile who enjoy Christian 
civilization. 

But not only is there a moral obliga- 
tion to do to other nations a.s we would 
w ish them to do to us, but all ex{x-rieni-e 
shows that it is for our highest iiitere-st 
to do so. The tendency auiong all the 
nations of Cliristendom to abstain freiiii 
war, and settle all questions on {iriiici- 
{iles that shall be nintiially advantage- 
ous, is one of tbe outgt owtlis of Cliris- 
tiiiiiity ; and tliough it bus come as yet, 
far short of the I'bqiiau idea, there is 
much to ho(ie fur tlie baniioiiious rela- 
tions ok the giiveniineiits. 

Perlia{is there is no more striking 
evidence ot {inigre-ss in the rigid direc- 
tion than tlie adoption of a treaty for 
rei-ipnx-al free trade with Brazil, and the 
{iros{iect of reci{>rocity with all govem- 
iiients of North and .South Anieriia. 
This movement has touched a chord iii 
the jiopular heart and seems to be the 
key-note of that luiruiony tliat is to rec- 
oncile {larties and nations. AH tariff 
laws are in violation of the natural right 
of every man to purel asc in the market 
where he lan buy the cheapest, and sell 
in the market where he can sell to best 
advantage, and the subinissiou of a free 
{ieo{ilc to this invasion of justice has 
been partly owing to ignorance of the 
nature of tariff legislation and {lartly to 
tlie stress of national embarrassments. 
The incubus is ere long to be thrown off, 
and at least the morality of Confucius is 
to lie ado{it«d in the intere-ourse of na- 
tions.

AMONG THE POULTRY. 

[St. Louis Ucpahllc. | 

GEyr.R.vLLY, all fowls that feather 
slowly are hardy. 

Well-kept fowls will commence to 
lay as soon as well matured. 

I r the young chickens are kept freo 
from lice they will usually be free from 
gapes. 

Cut hay or clover, sprinkle bran or 
meal over it and then scald with hot 
water; this makes a good feed for poul- 
try. 

While the jiroflts on commercial 
poultry are usually smaller than on 
fancy, they are generally much more 
sure. 

Beep or pork cracklings, mixed with 
com-meal or wheat bran and baked, 
make an excellent feed for poultry of 
all kinds. 

Ir you can not affonl to have full- 
bred chickens, purchase at least a full- 
blood isxwter to cross with your com- 
mon hens. 

Tuebe is certainly no economy in 
compelling poultry to stand around in 
the cold mud all day; better keep them 
under shelter. 

Geese can be picked regularly every 
si* weeks after the first of May, and 
the feathers secured will pay well for 
the trouble of keeping them. 

Rubbish under which rats can harbor 
should not be allowed near the poultry 
house or yan’s. Rats often prove very 
destructive to young poultry. 

Never use a long, gangling, over- 
grown rooster for breeding. It is near- 
ly impossible to fill them up and they 
never ma'ice a good table fowL 

The little chickens that are kept in 
the brooders should be watc red regular- 
ly. Give them what they will drink 
without getting themselves wet. 

Pekis ducks excel aearlj- or qnite all 
breeds of chickens as egg prodnceis. 
They will lay an egg every twenty-four 
hours after they once begin until hot 
weather. 

As A general rule, hens shonld never 
be fed so much that they will not 
scratch. Better scatter some of the 
grain among the litter and let them 
scratch for it.

Ox cold, sunny days the cows like to 
be out in the yard eating “r<mghneBs,” 
second quality com-fodder, weedy hay, 
wheat or oat straw. It doesn’t count 
much os feed, but it helps and the 
cows a-ill eat their night’s ration just 
as usual. 

Ix a cold stable much more feed Is 
required than in a warm one. It is 
cheaper to warm the cows with alight 
stable than with extra feed. And a 
comfortable stable will be comfortable 
for the milker. He will take more pains 
to get all the milk, and will not be cross 
to the cows. 

Cbanoe the feed often — if you can 
give better feed each time. But if the 
feed is good, no change is needed. Don’t 
forget the salt, and let the cows judge 
as to the quantity they want. That is, 
give them access to salt every day in- 
stead of putting a fixed amonnt in their 
feed.
